This is the third planning update since starting the Refuge’s
comprehensive conservation planning process last June. The Refuge
staff and the planning office have been steadily working through the
planning process using your comments and working with other river
partners to develop management goals and strategies. The habitat
and visitor services alternatives are coming together. This update
describes new happenings on the Refuge and the progress of the
Comprehensive Conservation Plan (CCP).

New Assistant Refuge Manager

In November 2001, Kelly Moroney was hired as the assistant Refuge
Manager responsible for the management of the Sacramento River
NWR. Kelly received bachelor's degrees from Chico State
University and Humboldt State University and most recently worked
on National Wildlife Refuges in Oregon and Washington. In addition
to his day-to-day responsibilities for the Sacramento River NWR,
Kelly will also oversee the Law Enforcement Program for the entire
refuge complex.

Commission.

Environmental Assessment and Finding of No Significant Impact for
Proposed Restoration Activities on the Sacramento River NWR

The "Environmental Assessment and Finding of No Significant
Impact for Proposed Restoration Activities on the Sacramento River
NWR" was completed and signed on February 10, 2002. The
document evaluated the effects of restoring or enhancing natural
vegetation on 2,372 Refuge owned acres. Refuge staff are committed
to working with other agencies and local governments during
restoration and enhancement activities.

California Department of Fish and Game - Sacramento River Wildlife Area
Management Plan

The California Department of Fish and Game (CDFG) is developing
a management plan for their lands along the river that are included
within the Sacramento River Wildlife Area. CDFG has recently
contracted with The Nature Conservancy to provide a full time
planner to assist staff with developing their plan. CDFG and
Sacramento River NWR staff are working closely to ensure that
Federal and State management plans are consistent.

Where We Started and Why

In 1997, Congress passed the National Wildlife Refuge System
Improvement Act (Act). In addition to identifying a mission for the
National Wildlife Refuge System, the Act directs that all wildlife
refuges have a CCP in place by the year 2012. These CCPs will
provide a 15-year guide, using the best available scientific knowledge,
to help managers achieve the purposes for which each refuge was
established, and to work toward the mission of the Refuge System.
The Act lays out directives for managing refuges to ensure the long-
term conservation of fish, wildlife, plants and their habitats. Two
important principles of the Act are to maintain biological integrity
and diversity of the area and facilitate compatible wildlife dependent
recreation.

We started the CCP for the Refuge in early 2001 with preplanning
and coordination. In May and June 2001 we held public scoping
meetings at four locations to receive comments and discuss issues.
Since then, the Refuge staff and the planning team have been
working through the CCP process and meeting regularly.



Proposed Refuge Goals:

- Restore, enhance, and manage
natural habitats, using principles of
landscape ecology, to contribute to the
recovery of endangered, threatened,
and species of special concern, and to
provide diversity and abundance of
migratory birds, native plants, and
other indigenous species.

- Provide wildlife-dependant recreation
and educational opportunities for
people of all ages and abilities to
experience, appreciate, and understand
the Refuge’s riparian ecosystem, fish,
wildlife, and history

- Work with other River stakeholders
for the betterment of the Sacramento
River ecosystem.

Since the last planning update in August 2001, the Refuge staff and
planning team have been developing the Refuge goals, objectives,
and strategies guided by the public scoping comments and the
National Environmental Policy Act process. The planning team is
currently refining alternatives for habitat management and visitor
services that will be presented in the draft CCP and Environmental
Assessment (EA) document.

The CCP planning process graphic below shows the steps in the
planning process and where the Refuge is in the process:
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The planning team is currently completing the habitat management
and visitor services alternatives. The team is also finishing the
objectives and strategies, revising maps, and beginning the support
appendices such as the hunting and fishing step down plans. The
team hopes to publish a Notice of Availability for the draft CCP/EA
in the Feederal Register this fall or winter.
